the beginning the quarter the membership the two 
groups had somewhat changed. Ten new students had come from 
other classes and among them number those who never work 
home and always sleep class. Moreover the six best students 


had been promoted course 104 (fourth quarter German) which, 


incidentally, they finished and passed superior (A) students. 
Naturally their promotion had broken somewhat the spirit 
least one class and, consequently, the conditions general were 
less favorable than they had been during the first two quarters.

In- 
sistence rather fluent reading with fair intonation. 

Extensive reading covered minimum 600 pages which 
100 were required correlation with the student’s main sub- 
ject some other subject which permitted the use German 

Intensive reading covered approximately one half each 
two books, Frau Sorge and Flachsmann als Erzieher; the other 
half was read extensively. reading’’ meant exact com- 
prehension all constructions and idioms. 

Vocabulary was expanded pointing out (for practical pur- 
poses) the etymological relations between English and German, 
and study prefixes, suffixes, and word combinations. 

Aural comprehension. The use German class was fur- 
ther increased. Occasional dictations and short talks German 
were regular practice. The course was finally conducted 
German. 

Memory work. Poems and passages learned during the first 
two quarters were reviewed, and some new materialgwas committed 
memory: Faust, monologue page), and page selected 
the student from the poems Inductive Readings German, 
Book II. 

Composition. Occasional oral composition students anx- 
ious learn how speak German, i.e., 3-minute speeches corrected 
silently the instructor paper. Five written compositions 
(free themes) most which were corrected the blackboard. 
Occasional assignments definite problems, for instance, 
composition written indirect discourse, ten conditions contrary 
fact present past time, etc., 

Translation from German into English was used occasionally 
verify exactness comprehension and, several times during the 
quarter, illustrate translation art. Translation from Eng- 
lish into German was replaced entirely direct method exercises 
and free compositions. 

Grammar. review took the most important problems 
outlined German Reviewed. Exercises were 
selected according the needs the class. 
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While these were the main features the course, one its 
most important aspects was encourage the student develop his 
reading ability through systematie outside extensive reading. The 
number pages read came average about 1,080 pages per 
student, 480 pages more than required. This surplus 
means extraordinary nothing more than the students’ natural 
reaction adequate encouragement. The following summaries 
may considered representative the amount extensive 
reading done average (good, not excellent) student the 
two groups:

very clear style; the various headings seem arranged 
much more logical sequence than found many our own textbooks. 

One celled animals are the lowest organisms from the evolutionary point 
view the animal kingdom. One the most interested these micro- 
scopic organisms the amoeba. The amoeba composed simple protoplasm, 
spherical nucleus, and food vacuoles. This simple organism possesses 
digestive system and capable motion. The amoeba comparable 
miniature steam engine which burns coal and uses the energy for mechanical 
purposes. The amoeba uses carbon which digests its food vacuoles and 
the energy thus produced used producing the characteristic motion 
the animal. The method locomotion the amoeba was long misunder- 
stood scientists. Only relatively recent times has improved microscopical 
technique and research successfully discovered the real method locomotion 
the amoeba. The amoeba moves putting out and withdrawing regions 
its body into which the protoplasm flows.

The 
amoeba contrasted with the metazoa many celled animals that the 
amoeba find one cell which possesses all the functions necessary for life 
the other hand, the metazoa have groups specialized cells, each 
group organ functioning coordination and also producing (This 
report covers pages and continued several installments 103.)

The books were made available for the student three places, our 
own departmental collection, the Loan Library where any number 
books may borrowed for the duration one quarter for the 
sum one dollar, and the General Library. 
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the end the tenth week the American Council Alpha 
German Test, Form was given both groups. The result 
shown the following tables which also show the number 
pages read each student. The scores for composition are omitted 
because there special key for the section the Test. Rather 
than using the key available for the other section the test the 
basis for makeshift grading, omit the score altogether. 
may say, however, with good conscience that composition was not 
neglected favor any other activity and that the result, there- 
fore, could measured adequately, would, doubt, corre- 
spond the scores reading, vocabulary and grammar which

Moreover, some these scores mean nothing and are merely the number 
imaginary pages the student has ‘‘covered’’ dreaming the past the 
future. fact, the number pages reported extensive reading has 
hardly any significance until checked actual test comprehension, such 
here recorded. The same holds true the scores for Group 
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CoMMENT 


The scores are slightly lower than those group because this 

class suffered most the promotion the six best students. 

The highest reading scores this group belong students who 

have done the greatest amount intelligent extensive read- 
ing, see and 

Again exception verifies the rule: good reader, student 
has done little more than the lowest amount extensive 
reading done the class. 

The poorest reader (No. 21) good grammarian with vo- 
cabulary not much below average. His reports show, how- 
ever, that has read very flightily and superficially, cover- 
ing pages instead getting thought content. 

The poorest student grammar (No. 11) about average 

reading, most likely because his vocabulary adequate. 
This case may interpreted proof the fact that for 
reading ability comparatively small amount grammar 
needed, any rate, less grammar than demand our 
students course 103. 

The best grammar student, the other hand (No. 10), does not 

show more than average ability reading.

CoMMENT AND CONCLUSION 

Taking for granted that the norms given the Manual 
Directions for the American Council Test are exact, and likewise 
our norms (which were checked several times), may come the 
following 

The two groups discussed achieved two quarters approxi- 
mately much usually achieved four college semesters 
six semesters high school. 

The two groups achieved three quarters considerably more 
than usually accomplished four semesters college six 
semesters high school. 

The norms the two groups the end two and three 
quarters seem excessively high when compared with the norms given 
the Manual Directions for four semesters college and six 
high school. 

These are the obvious facts which, firmly believe, should 
stated reversely follows: The norms established the American 
Council German Test are excessively low. impossible 
teach high school and college students within three and two years 
respectively read better than evidenced the scores 24-26 
(24-26 questions answered out 40), the findings the ‘‘Study’’ 
are right. Professor Coleman’s summary general conditions 
informs that one half the students coming from two year 
courses and one third those coming from three year courses 
use the foreign language for reading with even moderate 
degree ease. regard the German classes which established 
the norms given the Manual Directions this statement seems 
even too optimistic, for almost unbelievable that high school 
student should profit little from three years German 
student the University Chicago profits from two quarters. 

Perhaps the reader tempted believe that drive our stu- 
dents unduly, and that extremely favorable conditions permit 
wonders. This suspicion not justified. have troubles 
too: per cent our students, men and women, work part 
the time outside employment; there are history and literature 
courses with heavy reading assignments, and laboratory courses 
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consuming enormous amount time; there are fraternities and 
initiations and hell-weeks; football teams and other teams; 
and all the other unavoidable and indispensable toys. Our students 
are children too. Sunt pueri. They must play, and they 
should play. Like other students they work little possible 
and not more than absolutely necessary. But when interested, 
they far more than asked them, and always try, often 
with success, make them work for ability instead credit. 
stimulate interest and get work done. 

not ‘‘drive’’ students. The case the members 
the two classes will make this clear: the students the two 
groups only failed while were promoted. Although the third 
course (103) taken with passing grade satisfies the University 
language requirements far the study German eoncerned, 
and even though far the majority the students these elasses 
intended major one the seiences, not less than the 
declared their willingness take more courses German. That 
this willingness was more than mere intention borne out the 
fact that great many our former Junior College students are 
later found Senior College courses. 

Naturally cannot and not claim that the norms these two 
groups are shall the local standard for the future that they 
should considered such other institutions. All can 
claim that the standards established the American Council Test 
are depressingly low, and that with much patience and bit 
wisdom the result high school well college teaching can 
raised considerably 

The time consuming unnecessary teaching German script 
should stricken from the program the German courses. Since 
the great majority students take only two years high school 
one year college German, the teaching minor ability 
rank nonsense. The students who want learn it, will learn 
spite any those who are ‘‘made’’ learn it, never learn 
it, our programs the contrary notwithstanding. 

Teachers should stop filling the heads their poor students 
with useless grammatical rules, paradigms and outlines according 
textbooks which give altogether false idea about both the 
purpose and the importance grammar; instructors should learn 
develop rules from the language itself, thus leaving language 
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its first and proper place and assigning grammar the part 
useful servant. 

High school and college programs should revised regard 
the aim the German courses. sensible program for two 
year course cannot and should not simply consist the first half 
four year course. Only the time available can determine the 
minimum aim. Time unchangeable quantity aim, means, and 
the instructor’s ability are not. Giving students the first half 
four year course like giving patient one half medicine 
not intended for him. Examining bodies especially should find out 
how semesters the average student can devote the study 
his German, and not before knowing this, should they lay down the 
law the form ‘‘standard 

inquiry into the time element would, not doubt, result 
making ‘‘reading ability’’ the first aim, and most likely, making 
the only aim all two year high school and college courses. 
This aim would make reading the main practice most courses, 
and students would longer surprised leave one institution 
with two years college German only find the third quarter 
another institution ‘‘too hard’’; nor would students admitted 
Senior College classes the for three years high 
school German only dismissed later, disappointed and dis- 
heartened, for lack reading ability. 

But these and similar recommendations must seem trite and flat 
wherever instructors have not fallen asleep withered laurels 
the past. That many are oblivious what going on, and proud 
being so, clearly shown the report the Modern Language 
Study’’ which will soon appear print. 

Even though our recommendations may not convincing, per- 
haps they will stimulate dissatisfaction with our status quo, and 
dissatisfaction the basis all progress.

Worauf sich dieser merkwürdige Ausspruch Lessings bezieht, 
steht nicht fest. Vielleicht auf seine einförmige Bibliotheksarbeit 
vielleicht auf die mühsame Art, wie nach seinem

Iphigenie, bei dem Beginn des Wilhelm Meister ist uns, als träten 
wir durch ein prachtvolles Tor, hinter welchem wir von der Gegen- 
wart und ihren Kämpfen ganz abgeschlossen sind. Lessing da- 
gegen ist unseres Ja, uns dünkt, daß ein Mann seiner 
Art unter uns sich weit besser befunden hätte als der engbrüs- 
tigen Epoche, aufwuchs, eingeklemmt zwischen klein- 
bürgerlichen Dichtern, Gelehrtenhochmut und Predigerhochmut.

Preußen wollte ‘‘keinen Pedanten’’ seinem Dienst, die deutsche 
Bühne, der Lessing seine beste Kraft weihte, durfte seine Dramen 
aufführen, seine Schriften zum tieferen Verständnis des 
Christentums mußte heimlich und unter Gefahr der Konfiskation 
drucken lassen. Einer gegen viele, innerlich und der äusseren 
Ohnmacht nahe: und doch der Bahnbrecher eines neuen Zeltalters, 
unseres Zeitalters! Genie kann sich nur einem Genie 
entzünden,’’ schrieb einst Lessing: der Deutsche von heute braucht 
die Anfeuerung eines großen Gefährten, dem sich vollendet hat, 
was erstrebt.— 

ist von unschätzbarem Wert, daß Deutschland den losgerisse- 
nen, grundlosen Zustand unserer Zeit durch die Persönlichkeit 
Lessings die deutsche Vergangenheit anschließen kann. Ein 
Ausgangspunkt ist damit gegeben, dem wir Distanz haben und 
der doch auch unserem Zeitalter liegt. ist nah und fern 
zugleich. Wie Lessing den Dramen Shakespeares, die bewun- 
derte, ohne sie restlos anzubeten, einen Ausgangspunkt für die 
Entwicklung des deutschen Dramas fand, liegt für uns der 
Wesensart und dem Wollen Lessings ein Anfang, auf dem wir 
selbständig weiterbauen können.

heit fand. Für ihn bedeutete die innere Gemeinschaft der 
Gleichgesinnten, die Solidarität der Menschheit den tiefsten 
allgemein-menschlichen Interessen. Wenn etwas heute für Deutsch- 
land lebensnotwendig ist, ist dieses innere 
zwischen sich selbst und den andern. Lessing ist dafür ein viel 
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lebendigeres Vorbild als Goethe. Denn war ein Mensch des 
Handelns und der Gemeinsamkeit, während Goethes Humanitat 
eine einsame Zuflucht, einen Rückzug vom Leben seines Volkes 
bedeutet. 

Die Gedankenwelt Lessings ist philosophisch untersucht, sein

Nirgends ist diese Aufgabe unserer Zeit fühlbar als Mangel 
.und Forderung wie ausländischen kommt 
darauf an, das Beste wählen, was Deutschland besitzt, das 
wahrhaft Deutsche, das menschlich Größte und zugleich Interessan- 
teste, den Widerstand des Mißtrauens und der Unlust 
brechen, der vielfach noch besteht. Für die deutsche Vergangen- 
heit und Gegenwart soll ein neues Verständnis geschaffen werden. 
Versuche, die lebenden als Grundlage des Unterrichts 
benützen, führen nur mäßigen Erfolgen. Sie 
zeigen den Umsehwung der neuesten Zeit unmittelbar, setzen 
viel inneres Miterleben der deutschen Vorbedingungen bei den 
ausländischen Schülern voraus und sind außerdem sprachlich 
für den Unterricht allgemein Frage kommen.

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Lessing’s three most predominant characteristics are: critical 
acumen; creative power; and intense interest the life his 
day. this latter characteristic, his intense interest life that 
made him the reformer that was, and the fighter for high 
ideals—ideals which went beyond the field literature. All three 
these qualities, the critical, the creative, and the practical, let 
eall it, are always present varying degrees all his work. 
his critical work was creative; his literary creations was 
and all was always the reformer. 

The literary form which excelled was the drama, both the 
comedy and the tragedy. his dramas, all his other works, 
the three qualities just mentioned are also present. Lessing never 
wrote poetry merely for poetry’s sake. Lessing the fighter always 
had reformative purpose. This purpose was either reform 
art, the stage, the drama, reform the life—the religious and 
life—of his day. 

Let consider briefly the short time our disposal this 
latter aspect his activity mean the practical reformative pur- 
pose) expresses itself his dramas. 

find Lessing’s collected works total twelve completed 
dramas and many dramatic fragments. the twelve finished 
dramas four are important because their influence German 
literature. The other eight are interesting the student Les- 
sing’s growth and development. 

the eight youthful dramas shall single out for brief men- 
tion only the three which present ideas typical Lessing the 
reformer—and the ‘‘practical’’ rather than the re- 
former.

Lessing’s play (Die Juden) was written three years before 
became acquainted with Mendelssohn. was based 
observations.

Especially the subject not vital 
enough; the great theme has not yet been found. 

But was soon find great subjects. The three dramas for 
which Lessing known posterity are now appear. 

doubt, was Lessing’s intense interest life that drew him 
away from Leipzig and Berlin the town Breslau. Leipzig 
and Berlin, where had spent fourteen years his life, could 
become learned the lore books and could develop eritic— 
that had done—but could not feel the full pulse the life 
the world, for which the man Lessing yearned. That pulse was 
then beating strongest the frontier, and the fall 1760 
Lessing suddenly left Berlin and went Breslau the secretary 
General Tauentzien. Now disappeared from the literary 
world for almost six years. During this time his first great drama 
conceived. was his ‘‘Minna von Barnhelm,’’ which appeared 
1767. 

Goethe admirably characterized ‘‘Minna von Barnhelm’’ 
most genuine product the Seven Years’ ‘‘It 
the first work,’’ says, ‘‘founded important events 
the time, and for this reason produced incalculable 

Although the theme ‘‘Minna von Barnhelm’’ personal 
one, conflict between love and honor, the characters and the back- 
ground the play have national significance. And what was 
Lessing’s purpose this play? did not wish make propa- 
ganda for any party politics, the very opposite true—he wished 
mediate between parties. Goethe clearly recognized also this 
tendency. ‘‘The hostile relations,’’ says, ‘‘in which the Prus- 
sians and Saxons stood toward each other during this war, could 
not removed the conclusion the conflict. The Saxons now 
felt for the first time most painfully the wounds that the all too 
haughty Prussians had inflicted upon them. Political peace could 
not immediately re-establish peace between their feelings. This, 
however, was the design the above-mentioned drama effect 
symbolically. The grace and amiability the Saxon ladies con- 
quer the dignity and obstinacy the Prussians, and both the 
principal and the subordinate characters happy union gro- 
tesque and conflicting elements artistically represented.’’ The 
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union the amiable Saxon lady with the stern but 
honorable Prussian officer ‘‘Major von Tellheim’’ was symbolical 
expression his mediatory purpose. And was, dovbt, this 
very practical political tendency that helped make ‘‘Minna von 
Barnhelm’’ the living national drama that is, the great classical 
comedy German literature. 

Five years later his appeared. 

Galotti’’ (1772), the tragedy has become 
great classical tragedy. This play remarkable for its dramatic 
economy. There not superfluous word. model dra- 
matic construction. The catastrophe modeled the Roman 
story Virginius who kills his daughter Virginia rescue her 
from the tyrant Tarquininius. But the details Lessing’s drama 
are quite different from the Latin story. Lessing’s drama the 
father merely executes the will his daughter. The catastrophe 
the German drama is, for the daughter Emilia, the necessary 
solution conflict between her sense honor and the conscious- 

this drama also Lessing had double purpose. His artistic 
purpose was write model tragedy. His other purpose, his 
practical tendency, was political and expressed itself ar- 
raignment the tyranny and corruption which existed many 
the petty states Germany that time. 

Although the scene this play was laid seventeenth century 
Italy, quite evident from the comments contemporaries that 
this mask was immediately penetrated them, for the conditions 
were the eighteenth century and the characters were essentially 
German, despite their Italian names. can safely say that 
Lessing exerted through this work art also reformative influ- 
ence the national political life the latter part the eighteenth 
century—an influence which, although subtle, helped make pos- 
sible the stronger influences that were come later. 

Lessing was thirty-eight years old when ‘‘Minna von Barnhelm’’ 
appeared. the age forty-three had published his Emilia 
Galotti. And now the age fifty, two years before his death, 
wrote great drama, ‘‘Nathan the The closing 
years Lessing’s life had been darkened controversy with 
theologian the name Goeze. When Lessing’s enemies had 
succeeded causing all further publication his theological 
writings forbidden, Lessing said that would play the 
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theologians worse trick than with ten ‘‘Fragments’’ 
though ‘‘Nathan the Wise’’ avowedly with purpose, 
the drama which Lessing again mounted ‘‘his old pulpit, the 
himself expressed it, nevertheless Lessing’s 
greatest poetic achievement. proclaims the universal religion 
humanity. And the character who proclaims this religion 
humanity the Jew Nathan. 

The scene ‘‘Nathan the Wise’’ laid Jerusalem the 
time the third crusade (about 1190). The nine characters rep-

But the central figure the drama, Nathan the Wise, the 
perfect embodiment the true religion and Lessing’s ideal. 
the other characters this smaller group important features 
this religion may found. But none were they developed 
their highest potency, for none had they been tried adversity 
Nathan. 

party Christian fanatics had massacred his wife and seven 
sons; had, nevertheless, adopted Christian orphan, thrown 
upon his and brought her his own child. his hour 
grief had recognized the ill God. 

The fundamental principle his religion, then, resignation 
the will God. And his first test this develops into love, love 
for the enemy. This spirit engenders him also modesty, con- 
tentment, charity, and tolerance. His tolerance, for which the 
play offers many illustrations, perhaps finds its highest expression 
the parable the three rings, which Nathan relates answer 
the Sultan’s question which the three religions—the Jewish, 
the Mohammedan, the Christian—he regards the true one. 

The story brief this: There was once man who possessed

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and man. This ring had gone through generations, from father 
best-loved son, until its possessor for the time was the father

THE simplest and the most important axiom modern language 
teaching practice, practice, macht den Meister. 
quite often necessary devote half hour even whole 
recitation practice speaking only. Such recitation some- 
times called conversation lesson. This not particularly good 
name, since all German recitations should conversation classes, 
the sense that the pupils and the teacher discuss German 
whatever the subject the recitation may be. But whatever name 
given this class, the lesson will effective and produce results 
only the work planned and prepared the teacher. 
Each conversation lesson should have definite goal. The lesson 
not primarily with the acquisition new words, but 
with the practice and fluent use words and sentences already 
learned. Such words and sentences might grouped together, re- 
lating one subject (eine Sachgruppe) some such group can 
reviewed connection with short story anecdote. 

for that purpose have selected the 
teacher from the point view contents and form. They must 
simple, written good modern German, and easily understood, 
and plenty anecdotes can found which meet these require- 
ments. Whatever the contents the story the aneedote may be, 
the different steps the process assimilation are always the 
same, since these steps are based the psychological principles 
language learning: The pupils hear the They 
learn understand it. They read themselves. They com- 
mit memory. They reproduce answering questions 
and relating it. They reproduce with variations from 
different points view. They use the vocabulary and the inei- 
dents independent way, adapting them experiences their 
own lives. 

Very often may good plan use the simplest anecdotes, 
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but occasionally anecdotes having strictly German background 
should discussed where some explanation this background 
needed, unless the pupils have already understanding 
some other connection. the following pages shall 
select anecdote which cannot understood without informa- 
tion about the German background, and shall assume that the 
pupils have not yet used one the modern readers which they 
learn about German schools and railroads and other interesting 
topics. shall consider detail how anecdote with this 
German background can treated the classroom. 
have selected the following little story from Stroebe, Deutsche

But the wide awake teacher who knows something 
can deduce for the class from these simple facts few ideas which 
will lead the deeper understanding the foreign people.

more advanced stage school college, very inter- 
esting point out the class the changes the German vocabu- 
lary; many words French origin, which were used exclusively 
one two generations ago, have disappeared entirely.

Among the explanations commonly advanced for the inadequate 
results German language instruction the United States, two 
stand forth more prominently than the others: (1) that instruction 
begun too late, and (2) that insufficient time spent upon the 
subject, once begun. Both these explanations hit upon vital 
difficulties from the standpoint both teacher and student. How- 
ever, surprising that another explanation, which the opinion 
the reviewer equally important, has hitherto been scarcely men- 
tioned and not all emphasized. the psychological difficulty 
created the fact that the reading materials offered the American 
college student (who means mere chronological 
mental age, but person trained logical ways thinking and 
with the problems life) not grip and hold his 
interest. The materials asked read cannot this because 
they not offer adequate conception the national genius 
German culture, and because they not properly relate 
those facts and tendencies, those currents modern German life, 
which most naturally and most keenly interest the practically and 
realistically minded American student. 

Inductive Readings German, Book III, entirely obviates this 
unique place among the reading materials 
provided for college courses—unique, because the first brief, 
yet adequate, connected and down-to-the-minute history German 
political and cultural developments which has been written for 
classroom use and from the standpoint the Inductive Method. 

The content the book especially significant. contains 
what American students should know and indeed want know 
about the history and the cultural progress the German people. 
They want know what the new Germany like, what forces have 
converged precipitate Germany into one pentecost calamity 
after another, including the last great calamity, the World War, 
what forces are operating the reconstruction the nation, and 
what direction its future development may expected take. 
And order that they may understand the answers these ques- 
tions, they will want know what national traits, what peculiari- 
ties social and political organization, what handicaps and advan- 
tages geographical location have been responsible for the tortuous 
Germany’s political and cultural unfoldment. They 
will want look German history from the standpoint the 
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all-important present, and present things loom large the field 
vision presented Book III. Teachers well students 
will pleased with the large proportion material dealing with 
Post-Bellum Germany. 

The illustrations the book are wholly dedicated the cul- 
tural developments. They are fresh and, one might say, untradi- 
tional for German reading texts. They include line sketches 
the early animal motif ornamentation, early and late 
Romanesque cathedrals, specimens German Renaissance and 
Baroque architecture, copies Diirer, Rethel and Richter, 
portrait Wagner, piece expressionistic art, ete. Two 
double page insert maps, one physical, the other political, with 
frequent references them, round out the reader’s materials 
the geographical background both the political and the cultural 
history. 

The bibliographies which follow each chapter should prove 
great help those teachers who require outside reading. They are 
selected and contain works all kinds: general reference 
and source books, prose, poetry, drama, and pictorial works. 

The possibilities vocabulary expansion such book are 
great, and the authors have provided the student with not merely 
the but the incentive exploit these possibilities. They 
repeatedly throw the student back upon his own powers infer- 
ence. This, the cardinal feature the Inductive Readings edited 
Professor Hagboldt, naturally more thoroughly and consis- 
tently carried out Book III, than the earlier books the 
series. The student finds his compounds analyzed for him, with 
the meaning components given parantheses, they are not 
obvious cognates simple words should know; and must 
derive then for himself the meaning the word whole. This 
procedure followed footnotes and vocabulary. 

The exercises contain, besides Fragen, some very valuable vo- 
cabulary-building exercises the sort which have become associated 
with the name this series. Although the authors not pretend 
have provided extensive grammatical exercises, they have not 
failed afford opportunities for repeated work-outs compound 
verbs, long participial modifiers, the use prepositions, modal 
auxiliaries and the passive voice.

Besides facts, one finds here host 
insights into the national character the Germans, the internal 
and external conditions their development, the trend and tenden- 
cies each period, and particularly the direction-giving tendencies 
the present.

Otto Braun, youth great promise who died during the 
war, also represented. ‘‘Nachwort’’ appreciative and 
biographical nature concludes this volume. All all, this 
splendid cross-section the modern German mind without intru- 
sive technicalities and too great demands the other-than-lin- 
guistic preparation the student. might very profitably 
used manual style for advanced composition classes. 

Karl Weidel’s Deutsch cultural reader for the higher classes 
the Gymnasien and Realschulen. more than 
Hofmiller’s anthology, which was intended primarily for the eom- 
mon reader. Weidel’s book falls into four natural divisions char- 
acteristically entitled Naturgrundlagen’’ (30 pp.), 
und Fremdes’’ (47 pp.), (42 pp.) and ‘‘Seele’’ (107 pp.). 
Altogether there are included some different modern authors, 
among them: Gundolf, Bertram, Wundt, Eucken, Scherer, Was- 
serzieher, and Moeller van den Bruck. The notes (pp. 228-241) 
are excellent, while the bibliographical hints should stimulate stu- 
dents wider reading. The ‘‘Sachregister’’ (pp. 241, 242) aids 
correlating the various selections furnishing readings seven 
additional treated the four main divisions the book. 

Whereas the two books just considered were not written ex- 
pressly for American students, Deutsches Geistesleben der Gegen- 
wart Dr. Otto represents ‘‘the first attempt that 
has been made this country base selection modern reading 
material upon scientific methods’’ (preface, vii).

Schaeffer), ‘‘Expressionismus’’ (Leonhard Frank, Klabund), 
psychologische Erzählung’’ (Thomas Mann, Hesse, Schnitzler, 
Wassermann), ‘‘Die historische Tendenz’’ (Riearda Huch, Werfel, 
von Molo, Stefan Zweig) and ‘‘Die Wendung zur religiösen Le- 
gende’’ (Rilke, Federer). The literary selections are particularly 
apt examples the various tendencies enumerated. keep within 
the limits set the publisher only most characteristic models could 
and this the compiler has accomplished admirably. 
While chapters one and two deal with topics have been accus- 
tomed include our teaching viz. the ques- 
tion German character and Germany’s political aims, chapter 
three provides innovation being excellent brief 
anthology modern tendencies that open sesame and panacea 
flourishing under the name ‘‘Geisteswissenschaften.’’ Repre- 
sentative selections from the critical works Ermatinger, Bertram, 
Julius Petersen, Gundolf, Kerschensteiner, and Spengler( Spranger 
and Korff are represented part one), give veritable cross-section 
through the present state the ‘‘Geisteswissenschaften.’’ Here 
the compiler was confronted difficult problem; where there 
much chaff, much that mere verbiage, was not easy 
select compelling extracts general validity.
